Dublin Revisited.

The relative merits of Portmarnock and 
Royal. Dublin as tests of golf have often been 
discussed in our club-houses, and while Port- 
marnock would seem to be the more popular, 
many discriminating golfere regard the Dolly- 
mount links in relation to the other as a very 
formidable rival; in fact, I have frequently 
heard them say of Royal Dublin that it pro- 
vided the better test of golfing skill, Port- 
marnock described as an ideal links 
for the long hitter and good putter. 

‘The average golfer probably woulJ do better 
at the Baldoyle links than at the Buli, where 
the ball lies so close, and the approaches to 
the smaller and well-guarded greens demand 
not a littl skill to get on to them That, 
however, is only the view of a novice. As to 
the relative: merits of the two courses there 
will always be a diversity of opinion, even 
among allen of wide experience. 

But if the scores registered at Portmarnock 
and Royal Dublin by the professionals. in 
their monthly competitions are to be taken as 
a reliable guide. the palm must be awarded to 
Portmarnock. In looking over the scores I 
find that the best aggregate at 
Portmarmock for the 36 holes was P. 
Connor’s 172; that Martin, M. O'Neill, 
and M. McDermott each took 176, and J. 
Gaffney 178, these being the leading returns 
for the day. The comparison of these figures 
with those for Dollymount show that the 
professors found it easier to do good scores 
at Royal Dublin, for W. Holley went round 
in: 146, M. O'Neill and J. Gaffney in 154, 
McDermott in 155, and Martin in 156. The 
weather at Pertmarnock, if I remember 
right, was, however, rather trying, but look- 
ing at the wide discrepancy between the best 
aggregates for the two courses, and even after
